in and to attend some public or 
private day or parochial school 
regularly for the full common 
school or graded common .scho< l 
term in each year in the common 
sohool district of the county in 
which such child or children may 
live inthis commonwealth. 

Pbuutt tw Violation- Any 
parent^ gnardiaa or other per- 
son failing to eoaply with the 
provisions of this act shall for- 
feit to the use of the schools 
within the district in which such 
child lives a sum not less than 
five ($5.00) dollars nor more 
than twenty ($20.00) dollars for 
the first offense, nor less than 
tap .($iaOO) dollars nor more 
ma fifty ($M.OO) dollars for 
tiM aaeood and ever^ e ub aequ en t 
aRdaoato<a^tt.
